Canada will dominate the wheat 
and export field in 1933, Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, minister of trade and com- 
merce, told the Cornwall Board of 
Trade during an address on Thurs- 
day, May 11. 

In the United States, he said, one- 
third of the winter wheat crop had 
been destroyed or abandoned, and 
the remaining two-third, will be a 
short crop. For this reason, it is 
doubtful if the United States will 
enter the export field this autumn. 

The Argentina, which had an ab- 
normal earryover in the past 
years, had a fair crop during 
past winter, but only one-third was

Commercial Fertilizer 

Commercial fertilizers offer a good 
substitute for well rotted manure, 
and to hasten many of the leafy 
vegetables along some of these 
chemical manures are almost in- 
dispensable For the average garden 
a good “complete” or ‘‘mixed” com- 
mercial fertilizer is advised. All of 
these are sold with the formulae at- 
tached and one should insist on 
at least four per cent nitrogen, 
eight per cent phosphorous, and 
from four to eight per cent of pot- 
fash. Technically, this is known as 
ja 4-8-4 to a 4-8-8. The effect of 
}nitrogen on the growth of a plant 
ig more quickly marked than that 
of either the other two elements. 
Nitrogen has a direct influence on 
the development of the leafy parts 
of the plant and imparts a deep 
green color to the leaves. It is, 
therefore, very valuable for those 
leafy types of vegetables and also 
ag a tonic in transplanting all veg- 
}etables. With later maturing sorts, 
such as tomatoes and corn, nitrogen 
should be applied in th eearly stages 
Phosphorous — fertilizers are 


usually found to be valuable for 


| growing vegetables on practically all 


soils. This element hastens matur- 
ity, increases root development and 
builds up resistance to disease, Pot- 
ash, the third element in commercial 
fertilizer, is essential to starch for- 
mation ,and green plants and root 
crops particularly need it. But one 
must be careful in applying com- 
mercial fertilizer as it is liable to in- 
jure foliage or seed if it comes in 
direct contact. In the small garden 
the safest plan ig to dissolve in 
water and smiply sprinkle along the 
rows with a watering can. In the 
case of potatoes, tomatoes, corn, and 
similar vegetables, a scant handful 
is dug in beneath each hill, care 
being taken to see that the fertilizer 
does not come in direct contact with 
the seed. With beans, peas, carrots, 
lettuce and such things, the fertil- 
izer is applied at the time of seeding 
as a side dressing at the rate of 
about a small handful to the yard 
of row. 


Mushrooms That Are Safe 

Mushrooms can be easily and safe- 
ly produced from spawn, and huge 
crops in comparison to the uncertain 
supply available under natural con- 
ditions, are secured. They will grow 
practically all the year round in 
some dark cellar, free from _ frost, 
or they can also be grown outside in 
boxes or special beds during the 
summer and early fall. When order- 
ing spawn from your seed merchant, 
ask for the special cultural direc- 
tions. Bedg are made with fresh 
stable manure which, after heating, 
are covered with the mushroom 
spawn broken in pieces about three 
inches square. When the spawn 
starts to run through the manure 
below, a layer of soil is added and 
on top of this the bed is covered 
with about eight or ten inches of 
straw or litter which should be 
sprinkled with water during hot 
(weather. It is important to have 
manure and soil tramped down 
firmly, and to not allow the litter on 
| top to settle or mat. Some _ people 
get fair results from putting the 
spawn among potatoes, but much 
larger crops will be produced when 
more care is taken. A bed will pro- 
duce mushrooms for about’ two 
months.

usual. A few districts report re- 
ductions in acreage as high as 156 
and 20 per cent, but otherg between 
6 and 10 per cent. 

Pastures are coming on well, and 
live stock is in good condition. Ex- 
ports ‘to the British market of beef 
cattle are to be heavier this year 
than last, with a slightly better 
price prevailing. Already several

ALBERTA'S EXHIBIT AT THE 
WORLD'S GRAIN EXHIBITION 
ideale 


Extensive, elaborate, and artistic 
are the termg justly applied to Al- 
berta’s exhibit now in course of 
preparation for the World’s Grain 
Exhibition and Conference to open 
at Regina, Saskatchewan, in Julv 
next. 

Emphasis will be put mainly on 
the tourist attractions of the prov- 
ince, it being recognized that Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba are the 
great tourist market from which Al- 
berta may most naturally expect to 
draw. For a similar reason, the 
coal resources of the province will 
be displayed also. 

A space of 120 feet has been al- 
lotted for the Alberta exhibit, the 
position being near the first en- 
trance of the big fair building op- 
posite the Canadian National Rail- 
way exhibit and backing that of 
Ontario. 

An exhibit in the center 40 feet 
will feature the tourist attractions 
of the province. A 16 foot cabinet 
into which will be built two moun- 
tain scenes with special lighting ef- 
fects will be the main unit. In the 
central panel a transparency, oper- 
ated by an automatic electrical ap- 
pliance, will present a realistic im- 
pression of one of Alberta's beauti- 
ful waterfalls. In thig section too 
an elaborate, illuminated map will 
indicate the highway routes to the 
tourists’ summer resorts, game _ re- 
sorts, and fishing grounds. 

On one side of the tourist section 
a special exhibit and demonstration 
of Alberta's coal resources will be 
shown in the preparation of which 
the Coal Operators’ association and 
the trade commissioner’s 0 ce are 
co-operating.
